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Continuation of the Hiftory of our National 
Debts, and Taxes, &c. from the Revo- 
lution to the prefent Time. 


OR by this Aé&t they charged 

f Beer, Ale, and other Liquors, 
with a new Additional Excile 
for a Term of ninety-nine 
Years, from the 25th of Fa- 
nuary, 1692, and mortgaged 
it as a Security for the Pay- 
ment of 10/. per Cent. per 
Ann. until the Year 1700, 
and 7/. por Cent. afterwards, with the Benefit of 
Survivorfhip, for the Lives of the Nominees, or 
14. per Cent. per Ann. for a fingle Life, to any 
Natives or Foreigners that fhould become Contribu- 
tors towards advancing the Sum of one Million tothe 
Government before the firlt Day of May, 1693. 
As Intereft may be called the Price of ready Money, 
and as that Price mult always be higher in Time of 
War than in Time of Peace, becaule of the increaf- 
ed Demand, I am furprifed how Minifters that had 
any Confideration could think of fuch a Method 
as this for rajfing Money ; for let the Intereit be 
never fo high, if a Power of Redemption be re- 
ferved, it may be reduced as foon as Peace is Te- 
tlored ; but by this irredeemable Methed, an high 
Price is fixed upon the Nation fora long Term of 
Yeats. A Nation’s felling Annuities at fuch a 
Time, is like a Gentleman’s felling his Eftate for 
half Price, rather than to pay a little more than 
common Intereft upon a Mortgage for a few 
Years: Yet, as will hereafter appear, this Me- 
thod was more obftinately infilled om than any 
other. 

By the third of thefe Adts, a great Variety of 
new Duties, over and above the Duties then paya- 
ble, were laid upon a Multitude of Sorts of foreign 
Goods imported after the firlt of March, 1692, and 
before March 1, 1696, many of which were necef- 
fary. for our Home Manufactures : And by this Ad, 
and that of the fecond of the fame Reign already 
mentioned, the Bufinefs of a Merchant was render- 
ed fo myfterious, that moft of them have ever fince 
been obliged to truft to our Cuftom-houfe Officers 
for calculating the Duties they were to pay upon 
Importation, and the Drawbacks they were enti- 
tled to upon Exportation ; to which 1 muft add, 
that as the Infolence of Officers is extremely trou- 
blefome, and the Expence of Perquifites heavy, if 
there had been a formed Defign to ruin both our 
Trade and our Manofaétures, it could not have 
been more effeétually executed, than by thus load- 
ing the Materials oi Manufacture with Duties, and 
reidering the Bufinefs of a Merchant fo difficult and 
expenfive. It is indeed furprifing, that this fatal 
Effeét has not long fince been produced ; but the 
Advantages of our Situation, and che nataral Induft- 
ry of our Peeple, has hitherto in a great Meafure 
blunted the Weapons which we have prepared for 
our own Deftruétion. And left any future Par- 
liament fhould become fenfible of the fatal Confe- 
quences of thus incumbering our Commerce and 
Manufattares,-and confequently repeat-this Law, 
Care was taken to render it perpetual, by enabling 
their Majefties to borrow 500,000 /. upon the 
Credit of it at 84. per Cent. per Ann. 

By the fifth of thefe Aéts, the Duties upon Wine, 
Vinegar, and Tobacco, which had been continned 
by an Aé& of the fecond Sefiion of this Parliament, 
as before mentioned, were farther continued until 
the 24th of Fune, 1698 ; the Duties impofed by 
the above mentioned third Act of the faid fecond 
Seffion, were continued to the roth of November, 
1697; and a new Tax was laid upon every 100/. 
Eaft-India Stock, and every Share ef the African 
and Hudjon Bay joint Stock; and upon this Act 
likewife the Crown was enabled to borrow 500,000/. 
at 8/. Cent. Ann. 

Thut for aha the Supplies of this enfuing 
Year, no leis than swe Millions were to be borrow- 
ed at a very extravagant Interett or Advantage 5 and 
yet there would probably be a Deficiency to be 
made good by fome future Seflion of Parliament ; 
and the Praétice of mortgaging for a long Term, or 
re-mortgaging for an additional Term the public 
Revenue, being now introduced, and, I may fay, 
eftablithed, we fhall hereafter fee how conflantly it 
was followed, and at lait improved into Mortgages 
forever ; fo that King /idiam’s having no Children 








may be faid to have been a Misfortune to thie Na- 
tion ; for if he had been to be fucceeced by a Child 
of his own, he would, if poffible, by fome Method 
or other have taken Care not to leave his own Pott- 
erity fo incumbered ; becaufe the Vicifficude of hi - 
man Affairs is fuch, that no Succefs in the War he 
was engaged in could have abfolutely fecured his 
very next Succeffor from being involved in a War 
equally dangerous and expenfive. Before I conclude 
I muft obferve, that by an A& of this Seffion the 
roth Branch of the old Revenue, or Coinage Du- 
ties, was continued from February 19, 1692, tor 
feven Years, and from thence to the end of next 
Seffion of Parliament.

The firft of thefe Money-Aas flands not in need 
of any Explanation ; bat as to the fecond, the Defi- 
ciency thereby intended to be made good, is a Proof 
how fhy the People were in thofe Days to trutt their 
Money in the Hands of the Public ; and in order to 
make good this Deficiency, the Contributors were 
by this Adtto have 14 /. per Ann. for any Life they 
fhould name, upon every 100 /. they fhould ad- 
vance. 

By the third At, a new Duty was laid upon Sale 
made or imported from March 25, 1694, to May 
17, 16973 and a new Excife upon Beer, Ale, and 
other Liquors, fromthe 17th of May, 1697; for 
fixteen Years; and out of thefe Duties, a yearly 
Sum of 140,000 /. was eftablifhed,as a Fund for bor- 
rowing a Million by Way of Lottery at 10/ a 
Ticket ; being the firt Time we fell into that 
Dutch Cultom of raifing Money by Lottery, which 
is the Bane of Indultry, Frugality and Virtue. 

By the fifth, a Duty of fo much per Tan was laid 
upon all Merchant-fhips importing Goods, or car- 
rying any Goods Coalt-wile; which Duty was 
higher or lower according to the Voyage: And it 
is remarkable, shat Ships from Holland or Flanders 
were by this A& to pay but 34. per fom, whereas 
thofe from our own Plantations were to pay 10s. 
nor was there any Difference made between foreign 
and Englifd built Ships. This Duty was to com- 
mence Fume 1, 1694, and to continue for four 
Years; sut, as it might have been forefeen, it was 





found to be fo prejudicial to our Navigation, that it 
was abolifhed from and after May 17, 1696

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FOREIGN AFFATRS. 


Cc a Jan 6. The Porte has deter- 
mined to make Part in the Affairs of Perfia. Ac- 
cordingly Preparations are making to affemble 

50,000 Men near Bagdat; and in a Divan held 
lately, a Refolution was taken to lay an extraordi- 
naty Tax on all Revenues, which is the ufual Pre- 
lude of a War. 

Mojccw, Feb. 17. The uncommon Inclemency 
of the Weather, and the Nature of our Water, 
which difagrees with thofe who are not ufed to it, 
have occationed a Sicknefs with which moft of the 
Court have been feized. It begins with a violent 
Headach, continual Coughing, inward Pains, and 
Watchfulneis. On the 1oth the Emprefs com- 
plained of an Headach, and had all the other Symp- 
toms. Mr. Boerhaave, her firft Phyfician, who 
was confined to his Bed by the fame Indifpofition, 
was forced to get up to attend her ; and prefcribed 
fome Medicines that had a very good Effect ; bute 
her Cough increafing, fhe was blooded Yeflerday, 
which gave her immediate Relief. The Progrefs of 
this Diitemper is owing in Part to the Want of pro- 
per Accommodations, the Number of Perfons that 
have flocked hither from Pete: fbourgh on Occafion 
of her Imperial Majefty’s Refidence with us, exceed- 
ing 80,000 3 and the Houfes rebuilt fince the Fire 
not being quite finifhed. 

Madrid, Feb. 20. The Datch Ambaffador has 
prefented a Memorial, complaining of the Outrages 
committed againft the Subjects of the States General 
by the Guarda Coftas in the Weft-Indies. 

On the 12th Inttane died aged 71, Don William 
Lafey (Brother to the Field Marfhal of that Name 
who died lately in the Ruflian Service) Lieutenant- 
General, and one of the oldeit and beft Officers’ in 
our Army. 

Madrid, Feb. 27. The ill Succefs of Mr. Keene's 
Negociation is afcribed to a Refolutiou which the 
King has taken, not to fuffer any Nation to trade to 
our Settlements in America. Accofdingly Orders 
have been fent to the Guarda Cotftas to be more vi- 
gilant, and fome Men of War and Frigates will 
ipeedily join them. 

We are afiur'd that Lieutenant-Genetal Wall, our 
Ambaffador at London, is directed to apply in the 
flrongeft Manner at the Britith Court, that the Exe. 
cution of the Sentence given apainft fome Spanith 
Captains, who have been declared Pirates, and as 
fuch are to fuffer Death, may be fufpended, till fuch 
Time as more perfect Information, relative thereto, 
can be obtained from Jamaica. 

Vienna, Feb. 28. The fir Orders have been 
iffued to the Regiments who are to form the Camps 
in Bohemia and Hungary, to hold themfelves in 
Readinefs. 

The Tax on Meat is raifed ; and it is reported 
the Land-Tax will alfo be avg mented. 

Stockholm, March 2. Orders ate given for our 
Land Forces to be compleated this Spring, and the 
Marines and Men of War againft Summer. 

We hear the Senate has refolved to take off the 
Tax on Windows, and to lay one in the Room on 
Tea and Coffee to be paid by the Confumers. 

Genoa, March 3. The Retreat of the French 
from Corfica appearing to be not very diftant, the 
Genoefe are withdrawing a Part of the Troops they 
have on the Continent, in order to fend them to 
Corfica to reinforce the Garrifons of the Places they 
ftill poffefs in that IMand, viz. Baftia, the Capital, 
Calvi, Ajaccio, and St. Bonificio. The three laft 
are good Harbours, and well defended on the Land- 
Side ; fo that we are under no Apprebenfion of the 
Rebels makirtg themfelves Mafters of any of them, 
The ftrongeit Garrifon will be kept in Baftia, in or- 
der to feize the firlt Opportunity of retaking San 
Fiorenzo, which the French think themfelves o- 
bliged to put into the Hands of the Rebels. For the 
relt; the Republic has taken her Refolation, and 
will content herfelf provifionally with keeping Pof- 
feflion cf the Towns garrifoned by her Troops.

Thurfday at Chrift’s Hofpital was held a General 
Court of the Prefident and Governors of the faid 
Houfe for the Admittance of Children, when 130 
were accepted for Eafter next ; the Motion relating 
to the Children’s Supper was poftponed

Mary Sacre on the Highway ; William Rimes and

Houfe of Thomas Fry ; John May and Jofeph Car- 
ter, two Dragoons, for ftealing upwards of 40s. 
by breaking open the Cheft of William Mélelan ; 
and John Brown, for privately ftealing out of the 
Shop of John Egieton, above the Value of 5s. 
13 were caft for Tranfportation, 4 burnt in the 
Hand, 3 convicted of Petty Larceny, and 11 ac- 
quitted. 

Amongft the 4 burnt in the Hand were Richard 
Martin, John Martin, and Thomas Bentley, who 
were found guilty of Manflaughter, in killing John 
Lawrence, Servant or Follower of one Gibbs, a 
Marfhal’s Court Officer. 

Mr. Jattice Clive was pleafed to reprieve before 
he left the Town, May, Carter, and Biown. The 
5 = will be executed on Thurfday fe’en- 
night. 

Thurfday a young Lad fell from a Lighter near 
Cuper’s Gardens and was drowned. 

On Tuefday Evening as Mr. Tukes, of Clapham, 
with his Wife and two Daughters, were returning 
home from London jin a Coach they were attacked 
a fmall Diftance from Vauxhall Turnpike by a fin- 
gle Highwayman, who robbed them of two Gui- 
neas and fome Silver, before he went off the Coach- 
man jumped from.the Box and feized him, but clap- 
ping Spurs to his Horfe he got from him. 

On Monday Evening a Pint Silver Mug was 
flole from. the Salutation and Cat in Newgate fircet. 

Wednefday a Coach was robbed on Hounflow- 
Heath by a fingle Highwayman, who was clofely 
purfued and taken by fome Gentlemen's Servants, 
and commited to Prifon.
